Claim 6: (currently amended) A ^compositions containing Glabridin of claim 1 or claim 2, 
as tvrosinase inhibitor, in a concentration of 0.1% to 3% w/w. preferablv in a 
concentration of 0.1% to 0.5% w/w of the composition, and in combination with at least 
one or more other tyrosinase inhibitors^ selected from: T e trahydroourcumin 
T e trahydrodom e thoxycurcumin T e trahydrobiGdom e thoxyouroumin, Curoumin, 
Demethoxycurcumin Bisd e methoxycurcumih. EUagic ucid, Sov isoflavones, the total 
concentration of tvrosinase inhibitors being 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w, preferablv 0.1% 
to about 0.5% w/w of the composition; with or without added antioxidants, agents that 
support skin texture^ and/or sunscreen agents, and natural sunscreen boosters, in a 
cosmetically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): The composition in claim 6, wherein the containing 
Glabridin is prosont in an amount of 0.1% to 3% vv/w, proforably in concentration of O.l^ o 
to 0.5^ 0 w/w of the composition and one or more tvrosinase inhibitors selected from 
Tetrahvdrocurcumin, Tetrahvdrodemethoxvcurcumin, Tetrahvdrobisdemethoxvcurcumin, 
Curcumin, Demethoxvcurcumin, Bisdemethoxvcurcumin. 

Claim 8 (currently amended): The composition in claim 6, wherein the tyrosinase 
inhibitors is a mixture of Glabridin ond t e trahydroourcumin, 
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tetrahydrod e m e thoxycuroumin, tetrahydrobiGdomethoxy curcumin and wherein th e mixtur e 
is present in an amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pref e rable in an amount of 0.1 to 
0.5^0 w/w of the composition are plabridin and sov isoflavones . 

Claim 9 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinase 
inhibitors is a mixtur e of glabridin and t e trahydrocuroumin and wh e r e in the mixtur e is 
present in an amoimt of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pref e rable in an amount of 0.1 to 0.5% 
w/w of the composition are glabridin and ellagic acid . 

Claim 10 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinase 
inhibitors is a mixture of Glabridin and t e trohydrodem e thoxycurcumin and wh e r e in th e 
mixtur e is pr e s e nt in an amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pr e ferabl e in an amount of 
0.1 to 0.5% w/w of the composition. Th e composition of claim 6, wh e r e in the tyrosinase 
inhibitors are Glabridin and ethvl-p-methoxvcinnamate from Kaempferia galanga extract . 

Claim 1 1 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinas e 
inhibitors is a mixtur e of Glabridin and t e trahydrobisdem e thoxycurcumin and wherein the 
mixtur e is pr e s e nt in an amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pr e ferabl e in an amount of 
0.1 to 0.5% w/w of th e composition said antioxidants include one or more of the following 
natural extracts: rosemary extract, grape seed extract, Terminalia chebula extract, amla 
(EmbUca officinalis) extract, Withania somnifera extract, tomato extract. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinas e 
inhibitor is a mixtur e of Glabridin, t e trohydrocurcumin and Soy Isoflavon e s and wh e r e in 
th e mixture is pr e s e nt in an amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pr e f e rabl e in an amount 
of 0.1 to 0.5% w/w of the composition said antioxidants include one or more of the 
following isolated compounds: rosmarinic acid, camosic acid, rosmanoL escin. esculetin, 
green tea catechins, emblicanins. carotenoids, epicatechin. epicatechin gallate, 
epigallocatechin gallate. taimic acid, ascorbvl monopalmitate, decarboxvcamosine 
hydrochloride, gamma orvzanoL tocopherol and tocotrienols . 

Claim 13 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinase 
inhibitor is a mixtur e of Glabridin and Ellagic acid and wherein the mixture is pr e sent in an 
amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pr e f e rabl e in an amount of 0.1 to 0.5% w/w of th e 
composition said sunscreen is selected from the group consisting of Titanium dioxide, zinc 
oxide . 

Claim 14 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the tyrosinas e 
inhibitor is a mixture of Glabridin and ethyl p m e thoxycinnamat e from Galanga e xtract 
and wher e in the mixtur e is present in an amount of 0.1% w/w to about 5% w/w pr e ferable 
in an amount of 0.1 to 0.5% w/w of th e composition said sunscreen is selected from octvl 
methoxycinnamate, octvl salicylate. 
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Claim 15 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the said antioxidants 
includo ono or mor e of th e following natural extracts ond/or natural/natur e identical 
isolat e d compounds: rosemary e xtract, rosmarinic acid, camoGic acid, rosmanol, grap e s ee d 
extract, escin, esculotin, gr e en tea cat e chins, T e rminalia chebula extract, amla (Emblica 
officinalis) extract, emblicanins, carotenoids, e picat e chin, e picat e chin gallat e , 
e pigallocat e chin gallat e , tannic acid, Withania somnifera e xtract, ascorbyl monopalmitat e , 
tomato e xtract, d e carboxycamosin e hydrochlorid e , gamma oryzanol, tocoph e rol and 
tocotri e nols sunscreen is selected from Avobenzone. dioxvbenzone. sulisobenzone, 
oxvbenzone. 

Claim 16 (currently amended): The composition of claim 6, wherein the said sunscreen is 
s e lected from th o group consisting of Titanium dioxide, zinc oxid e , octyl 
methoxycinnamat e , octyl salicylate,, Avob e nzon e , dioxyb e nzon e , suhsob e nzon e , 
oxybenzone with one or more of th e following natural sunscreen boosters is selected from : 
ethyl-p-methoxycinnamate, Kaempferia galanga extract, isoamyl-p-methoxycinnamate, 
pongamol, anacardic acid, ginkgoUc acid esters. 

Claim 17 (original): The composition of claim 6, wherein the composition is in the form of 
a cream, lotion, gel and/or oil. 

Claim 18 (original): A method of facilitating skin faimess or improving the appearance of 
the skin, by decreasing melanin synthesis through application of the compositions of claim 
6 to areas of the skin with hyperpigmentation, melasma, age spots, freckles. 

Claim 19 (original): A method of providing better appearance to the skin under the eyes, 
neck, armpits and/or removing blemishes / black heads through application of the 
compositions of claim 6. 

Claim 20 (currently amended) : A method of protecting the skin against the adverse effects 
of environmental factors such as UV rays, smoke or fog, the method comprising applying 
to the skin the composition of claim 44 6. 

Claim 21 (currently amended): A method of protecting the skin against sun damage and 
facilitating skin faimess and improved appearance, the method comprising applying to the 
skin the composition of claim 44 6. 
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
